In years gonft by, it bab not been 
unusual for officers and coramitttes 
of the National Association to be 
more ornamental than useful. 
Some of our "big guns" have felt 
that if they were on a committee, it 
lent importance to that committee, 
whether it did anything or not. 
Just before a convention, they 
would write a letter or two and then 
read them into a report with an an- 
swer from the Hon. High Jinks and 
try to impress the members with the 
importance of their undertakings 
and their success in getting a letter 
from the man higher up, it matter- 
ing little whether the man higher 
turned them down or not. 

This administration has named 
numerous committees and will name 
more for special work, and we are 
not going to wait vntil the next con- 
vention to have them report. We 
are going to ask for reports frequent- 
ly, to be published in he Joi'knai., 
and we will expect the.se to show 
something accompli.shed. The of- 
ficers elected at Cleveland will all be 
called upon to tell just what they 
have done in the way of organizing 
the territory allotted to them, and 
HOW MANY new members they 
have secured, and WHO THEY 
ARE. If these officers are unable 
to make a report, or if their reports 
are full of excuses and show nothing 
accomplished, the members of the 
Association will know they elected a 
lemon. It will be the same with the 
Executive Committee, with this 
difference: if they accomplish 
nothing and feel that they are 
merely to pass on measures proposed 
by the President, they will be asked 
for their resignations, and an earnest 
endeavor will be made to secure 
succes.sors for them who will be 
worth while. We all know that 
every member of the As.sociation 
who is working for the " good of the 
catise" is doing .so without compen- 
sation and has only his spare time to 
give to the work. For this reason 
we have tried to assign one task and 
one task only to each member, so he 
could accomplish something by de- 
voting all of his energy to this one 
thitii^ We are after results and we 
oxiHct to get to get them. 

Has it ever occurred to the mem- 
bers of the Association that they 
should each and every one of them 
try and enlist new members? 
When they meet a deaf person the 
first they .should ask is: Are you a 
Nad?

by the 900 members of the Associ- 
ation — say, are you opening , your 
eyes to that 900 and looking scepti- 
cal ? Well it is a fact that we have 
about that number now, and in an 
early i.ssue of the JoTiRNAt, there 
will appear a list of uew members 
that will ni.tke you sit up and take 
notice— would shortly give us 9000 
memlxjrs. Then we could really do 
something. Do yon know what that 
would mean? At fifty cents per 
member per year, it would mean an 
income of $4.,Soo, and it might well 
mean a paid secretary with per- 
manent headquarters and an official 
publication, and it would mean that 
we would accomplish something. 

We want to make the National

lill 1 .some I'. (o the 

deaf individually. We want sug- 
gestions tending to this end and we 
are working out one such idea. It 
is this : that the Civil Service Com- 
mission, consisting of the Rev. Mr. 
I Allabough, Chairman, Mr. Teegarden 



and Mr. King, will broaden its scope 
of work and not confine it.self merely 
to trying to get government jobs for 
the deaf, but will appoint local com- 
mittees in all centers of jwpulatiou 
and everywhere el.se that it can to 
assist the deaf in getting employment j 
of whatever nature. If a deaf man 
or woman wishes to move to a differ- 
ent city, he or shecan communicate 
with the committee in the place they 
wish to go and try and secure em- 
ployment through them and -appeal 
to them for assistance in getting 
located. These committees can 
study the employment question, and 
suggest to superintendents the dif- 
ferent trades it would be advisable to 
teach in schools for the deaf to do 
all we can in securiug proper edu- 
cational advantages for the children 
in school. While we wish to force 
the adoption of the Combined Me- 
thod in every school, we also want 
to make the Association of practical 
benefit to our members. 

We will shortly have for dis- 
tribution a pamphlet that will tell 
what the Association has done and 
what it proposes to do, and copies 
of this pamphlet may be had by 
writing to the Secretary, Mr. A. L. 
Roberts, Olathe, Kansas. This will 
be followed later by another pamphlet 
giving a list of all members and the 
dates of the expiration of their mem- 
bership and of the personnel of the 
various committees at work. No 
one need be in ignorance of the 
accomplishment and aims of the 
Association and who its members 
are. The Report of the Cleveland 
Convention is now ready for dis- 
tribution and it is a valuable report. 
If any members fail to get their copy 
they are advised to write to Secretary 
Roberts. This re|)ort is very full, 
and ui.'ikes a volume of 186 pages. 
! The expense of getting it out was 
heavy, and the members are requested 
to contribute 25 cents each to help 
defray the cost, although such con- 
tribution is not compulsory. If any 
of the members desire to help the 
good work along, they might well 
contribute a little more. 

The temple of Childhood Com- 
mittee is dismissed. This Temple 
of Childhood idea seems to be com- 
mercial rather than educational, and 
the best advice is to have nothing 
to do with it. We wi.sh to s.iy that 
the committee was willing and anx- 
ious to do its duty and other work 
will be found for it. 

Our representatives in San Fran- 
cisco have been active, and an ex- 
cellent report will be published 
.shortly as to what has been accom- 
pli.shed there, and that reiwrt will be 
an encouragement to all interested 
in the deaf and in the Association. 

The De I'Kpee Moiiument Com- 
mittee has started out with a rush 
and has practically perfected its 
organization, and has been so active 
as to excite criticism . in some 
( Instead of critici.sm, this 

t> re should have the highest 

commendation. This work was 
ordered carried out by an unanimous 
vote of the Associatiou at Cleveland 
and the Committee is carrying it 
oiTT. That is what we want all of 
<> uittees to do, do the work 

:. ihem and do it with a rush. 

If all of the committees pattern 
themselves after our (^ii;f ^^..J'. 
friends and tbe Del'Epeo 
so much interest will be munmsi m 
the National As.sotMation that things 
will advance the line, and 

they will acti. ist one another 

by the rivalry they will engender. 

The enthusiasm that was so 
evident directly after the Cleve- 
land Convention must not be allowed 
to die out. Spurts are all right, but 
it is the steady and maintained 
effort that brings results. 

Another thing that has already 
made itself manifest is that some of 
our new workers are hustlers.

M. L. Haight ; (this event came 
almost on the first anniversary of 
Mr. Haight's death, April 13th, 
1913, or on the very day, on which 
he was stricken with his fatal ill 
ness) ; two brass flower vases, in 
memory of Henry Winter S.'-le, the 
joint gift of Mrs. Clara E. Meyer 
and Mrs. M. J. Syle ; a richly em- 
broidered Altar super-frontal and 
pulpit hanging to match it, donated 
by Miss Dora Kintzel, a deaf com- 
municant, who supplied the materi 
als, and with the help of the Girls' 
Friendly Society of the South 
Memorial Chnrch of the Advocate, 
17th and Diamond Streets, who 
contriliuted the worksmanship as a 
free will offering ; another gift that 
was used for the first time, was a 
beautifully embroidered green da- 
mask silk chalice veil, donated by 
Miss Louise .M. Lauer, of Rochester, 
N. y. F'ollowing these dedica- 
tions, a large memorial window of 
four panels, which until then had 
been concealed from view by a 
white cloth, was dedicated "In 
loving memory of Thomas Ham- 
mond Coulter, Easter 1914." The 
window is the gift to the Church of 
the surviving children of late Mr. 
and Mrs. Coulter, who are Mrs.

This window is a beauty. The two 
middle panels represent Ruth and 
Naomi in one and Orpah in the 
other. The outer panel on each 
side is designed with small ecclesi- 
astical figures colored in subdued 
tints, alfo the whole top antl ttottom 
of the window, so that the subjects 
seem to have a border around them, 
thus bringing them out more clear- 
ly and with correspondingly more 
richness of color effect. This win- 
dow, which is much admiied by all, 
was executed in Bavaria, Germany, 
and cost, put up ccmpl«te, over 
seven hundred dollars ($700) The 
total value of the gifts to All Souls' 
Church at this Easter came very 
near to a thousand dollars, for 
which we should all feel very grate- 
ful. 

After these beautiful exercises, 
the Communion service was resum- 
ed. The Choir, with Misses Ger- 
trude Parker, Jennette King, Eliza 
beth Menz, Kate Moyer, Mrs. J. S. 
Rodgers and Mrs. Viola King, gave 
a l>eatitlfnl rendition of an Easter 
hymn from memory.

Numerous floral tributes, from or- 
ganizations with which he had been 
connected, and from relatives and 
friends, surrounded the casket 
The intotmeni was in the family 
plot in Lutheran Cemetery, Monday 
morning. 

Mr. and Mrs Juhring were pre- 
sent at the Easter Day service at 
St Ann's Church, and at its close 
they spent an hour greeting and 
conversing with numerona frientls. 

Henry L. Juhring was eduosited 
at the New York Institution, leav- 
ing at the age of twenty-one years, 
in 18G3. He was seventy two years 
of age at the time of his death. 
For forty years he whs a valued 
dinployo of the Sohmer Piano Com- 
pany, but retired on a pension a 
few years agt>. He was run down 
by a fire-patrol wagon three years 
ago and sustained a broken ankle, 
which kept him fiom going around 
actively until last year. He was 
long a prominent figure among the 
silent community of Greater New 
York. He was (;losely identified 
Willi various social and literary as- 
sociations of the deaf, particularly 
ill his home borough, Brooklyn 
When the Biooklyn Deaf-Mute 
Clul) was in existence, Mr. Juhring 
was one of the prime movers in its 
organization. lie was a charter 
meinbei of the Brooklyn Guild of 
Silent Workers, one of its first pre- 
sidents. For several years past he 
administered its financial affairs, 
ami investigated and relieved the 
numerous chaiitable cases bronght 
to his attention. He was a trustee 
of the Church Mission to Deaf 
Mutes, and rendered valuable as- 
sistance in raising funds for the 
establishment and support of the 
Gallaudet Home for Aged and In- 
firm Deaf Mutes, and by force of 
his (>ainest Christian character and 
example did much to encourage and 
maintain the work of the Church 
Mission to Deaf-Mutesin Brooklyn. 
In his domestic life he was most 
happy. His hospitable home was 
always open to his friends and the 
scone of numerous little social 
affairs. He liked to have old timers 
around him, and the younger ele- 
ment usually predominated. At 
those gatherings for Mr. Juhring 
was one of those rare characters 
that keep young in heart, though 
lime has long ago set Its withering 
mark upon them. He was a good 
friend and wise counselor, and an 
example and inspiiation loihedeaf 
with whom ho was brought into con- 
tact.

One of the intereHtioK coatri- 
vances that the United States Mint 
ases is the tuncbine that weighs 
ooioB of all denomiDHtions. 

In 1910 ihe nent coined 

alKjiit ii,rM),000 I .fttoUl, and 

26,000,000 piece« of flilver. For- 
merly, each of thoAe pieces had to 
be weighwJ by hand. Seat«^d at 
long tables, each with a balance in 
front of her, were forty or fifty 
women " a<l ' " It wa** their 

dnty to wei. i coin. Pieces 

thai were f', y, they reduced 

with a file; tt •.' were too iiKht, 

they put aside to t>e sent ajjaio to 
the melting-pot. Gold pieces they 
weighed twice, once in blank an<l 
once after coinage.

Each machine 
weighs ten coins at a time. If a 
coin be too light, the scale-beam 
moves np, and the coin is dropped 
into a chute that carries it to the 
"light." If it be too heavy, the 
soale-beam drops, and the coin 
falls into another chute that If^ads 
to the "hf-avies." If it jiiHt bnl- 
ances, the coin drops among the 
coins that are of the proper weight. 
The weighing is very rapid arid 
very accurate.
